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MEDICAL  OFFICER’S  REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1962 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Pontardawe  Rural  District  Council. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1 herewith  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1962.  The  Report  is  compiled  in  accordance  with  the 
instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  as  given  in  Circular  1/63 
(Wales)  and  the  Public  Health  Officers  Regulations,  1959. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  year  1962  show  no  unusual  trends 
and  continue  to  fall  within  normal  limits,  and  are  those  which 
would  be  expected  in  a semi-industrial  area  on  the  western  side  of 
Britain.  No  outbreak  of  infectious  disease  occurred  in  the  area 
and  there  was  no  confirmed  case  of  poliomyelitis.  During  the 
year  the  local  Health  Authority,  the  Glamorgan  County  Council, 
commenced  to  offer  the  Sabine  Type  Oral  Vaccine  against 
poliomyelitis. 

1962  was  the  year  of  the  Smallpox  outbreak  in  South  Wales 
and  although  no  cases  occurred  in  the  area  of  this  Council,  the 
Health  Department  was  indirectly  involved,  and  a considerable 
amount  of  extra  work  was  incurred.  This  consisted  mainly  of  the 
supervision  of  indirect  contacts  and  the  holding  of  vaccination 
sessions.  There  was  an  increased  demand  for  vaccination  after 
the  arrival  in  South  Wales,  in  January,  of  a Pakistani  suffering 
from  smallpox.  This  man  had  travelled  from  Birmingham  to 
Cardiff  on  a diesel  train  and  a number  of  persons  in  this  area  were 
vaccinated  and  kept  under  daily  supervision  for  16  days  because 
they  had  travelled  in  the  same  train  during  the  ensuing  few  days 
before  it  was  withdrawn  from  service.  Up  to  this  time  only  staff 
and  persons  under  special  risks  were  vaccinated  in  the  Health 
Department,  most  of  the  extra  demand  being  met  by  the  general 
practitioners  and  routine  County  Council  Clinics.  However,  with 
the  serious  flare-up  of  the  disease  in  the  Rhondda  and  Llantrisant 
areas  a few  weeks  later,  the  public  demand  for  vaccination  became 
overwhelming  and  the  local  doctors  could  no  longer  cope  with 
it.  Consequently,  although  mass  vaccination,  as  such,  was  never 
advocated  in  this  area,  more  than  20  miles  from  the  nearest  case, 
it  became  necessary  to  hold  open  vaccination  sessions  at  the  Health 
Department.  During  the  first  week  over  2,000  persons  were 
vaccinated  by  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  assisted  from  time 
to  time  by  the  County  Council  staff.  During  the  second  week  the 
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demand  fell  considerably.  Open  sessions  were  also  held  at 
Ystalyfera  and  Gwauncaegurwen.  By  this  time  it  was  estimated 
that  taking  into  consideration  the  numbers  vaccinated  by  general 
practitioners,  those  done  in  the  County  Council  Clinics,  and  in 
the  open  sessions  at  the  Pontardawe  Health  Department,  that  60% 
of  persons  resident  in  the  Pontardawe  Rural  District  Council  area 
had  been  vaccinated.  Lastly,  in  April,  when  the  smallpox  out- 
break occurred  at  Glanrhyd  Hospital,  Bridgend,  it  became 
necessary  to  supervise  a number  of  secondary  contacts  who  had 
visited  the  hospital,  although  none  of  them  had  actually  been  in 
the  ward  in  which  the  cases  occurred.  During  this  somewhat 
anxious  period  the  Health  Department  of  this  Council  and  the 
West  Glamorgan  Division  of  the  County  Council  were  able  to 
co-operate  and  worked  in  considerable  harmony.  The  general 
public  also  co-operated  well  although  it  is  possible  that  rather  more 
people  demanded  vaccination  than  was  actually  necessary.  However 
this  is  understandable  when  the  enormous  publicity  which  the  out- 
break received  is  remembered. 


In  April,  a considerable  number  of  diptheria  carriers  were 
again  discovered  by  the  Health  Authorities  in  the  Neath  area. 
Three  of  these  positive  carriers  were  resident  in  the  Pontardawe 
district  and  were  supervised  by  this  department.  There  has  been 
no  confirmed  clinical  case  of  diptheria  for  many  years. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a small  outbreak  of  anthrax 
occurred  amongst  cattle  in  South  West  Wales,  mainly  in 
Carmarthenshire  and  Pembrokeshire,  but  two  cows  died  from 
anthrax  in  the  Gwauncaegurwen  district  of  this  area  and  the  Health 
Department  assisted  in  the  subsequent  preventive  measures  which 
took  place  in  conjunction  with  the  Glamorgan  Police,  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  veterinary  officers  and  a local  veterinary  surgeon. 

On  the  24th  May,  1962,  the  National  Assistance  Act  1948 
(Amendment)  Act,  1962,  received  Royal  Assent.  Broadly 

speaking,  this  new  Act  increased  the  facilities  which  a District 
Council  such  as  this  is  allowed  to  provide  in  order  to  help  aged 
people.  The  Pontardawe  Rural  District  Council’s  Health 
Department  continued  to  play  a very  important  part  in  the  selection 
or  new  tenants  for  council  houses.  The  points  scheme  was 
successfully  operated  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  amongst  the 
95  families  rehoused  from  the  housing  list,  46  were  given  additional 
points  on  health  grounds. 


There  was  continued  activity  during  the  year  in  the  field  of 
anti -smoking  propaganda  and  the  subject  was  reported  upon  a 
number  of  times  and  was  given  as  much  publicity  as  possible  bv 
various  means.  During  the  year  carcinoma  of  the  lung  and 
bronchus  killed  twelve  people  all  males,  whilst  29  deaths  were 
attributed  to  bronchitis,  25  of  them,  being  in  men. 
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Lastly,  a brief  reference  to  the  population  of  this  district. 
In  1938,  the  Registrar  General’s  estimated  population  was  33,940. 
In  1941,  it  rose  to  a maximum  of  34,330.  Since  then,  apart  from 
a few  fluctuations,  there  has  been  a steady  fall  to  30,740  in  1961. 
However,  in  1962,  there  was  a halt  in  this  fall  and  the  estimated 
figure  was  30,820,  only  a small  increase  but  no  longer  a decline. 
Although  there  has  been  a gradual  closing  of  heavy  industry  in 
this  area  it  now  appears  that  many  people  are  prepared  to  travel 
to  their  work  each  day  outside  the  area,  and  it  is  possible  there 
may  be  no  further  fall  in  the  population  in  the  forseeable  future. 

It  is  desired  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Council  for  their  co-operation  and  interest  in  the  work  of  the 
Department  and  the  Staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  who 
have  at  all  times  carried  out  their  duties  in  a satisfactory  manner.

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SECTION  B— GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH 
SERVICES  FOR  THE  DISTRICT 


(a)  Laboratory  Facilities. 

All  samples  for  bacteriological  examination  were  dealt  with 
at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Cockett,  Swansea.  Samples  for 
chemical  analysis  including  those  connected  with  air  pollution  were 
taken  to  the  County  Laboratory,  Cardiff,  as  in  previous  years.

(b)  Welfare  Services,  Hospital  and  Ambulance  Services. 

Welfare  and  ambulance  services  within  the  area  of  the  rural 
district  are  maintained  by  the  Glamorgan  County  Council  and  the 
ambulance  sub-division  at  Ynisderw  House  continued  to  serve  a 
very  useful  purpose.  The  two  hostels  at  Danybryn  and  Gellygron 
House  are  an  asset  to  the  area  in  providing  accommodation  for 
aged  persons. 

The  Clydach  and  Gellynudd  Hospitals  remain  under  the 
administration  of  the  Glantawe  Hospital  Management  Committee. 
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The  Management  Committee  also  continued  their  Hearing 
Aids  service  to  the  community  and  considerable  use  is  made  of 
the  arrangements  commenced  in  1960,  whereby  a technician  is  in 
attendance  on  the  second  and  fourth  Friday  of  each  month  at 
Ynisderw  House  for  the  purpose  of  repairing  or  renewing  hearing 
aids  and  batteries. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS,  1948  AND  1951. 

(a)  Burial  of  Unclaimed  Dead. 

Responsibility  under  these  enactments  is  still  accepted  by  the 
Council  for  the  burial  of  any  person  who  dies  within  the  area 
and  in  respect  of  whom  it  appears  that  no  individual  is  making 
private  arrangements. 

(b)  Persons  in  Need  of  Care  and  Attention. 

Hostel  accommodation  was  in  some  cases  arranged  through 
the  co-operation  of  your  Council’s  officers  and  the  officers  of  the 
Welfare  Department  of  the  County  Council. 


SECTION  C.— SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE 

AREA 


Water. 

The  main  source  of  the  Council’s  supply  is  the  Cray  Reservoir 
of  the  Swansea  Corporation.  Various  outlying  parts  of  the 
district  inaccessible  to  the  mains  are  supplied  from  tanks  and 
springs  maintained  by  the  Council’s  Engineering  and  Water 
Department. 

(1)  The  water  supply  of  the  area  is  for  the  most  part 
satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity.  The  Cray  mains 
supply  is  pumped  into  certain  of  the  Council’s  tanks  as 
need  arises. 

(2)  Samples  of  raw  water  and  water  going  into  supply  after 
treatment  were  taken  throughout  the  year.  Bacteriological 
examinations  proved  to  be  satisfactory  generally. 

(3)  Approximately  9,870  dwellings  having  a population  of 
about  30,000  are  supplied  with  piped  water  from  public 
mains  direct  to  their  houses.  About  one  hundred  dwellings 
still  take  a private  supply  from  wells  and  springs  but  these 
will  be  reduced  as  further  schemes  now  under  construction 
for  the  supply  of  water  in  pipes  are  approved. 

There  is  no  stand-pipe  system  in  operation  but  a few 
isolated  houses  depend  on  stand  pipes  where  the  mains 
terminate  beyond  the  reach  of  such  premises. 
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Public  Swimming  Baths. 

The  two  open  air  baths  at  Clydach  and  Ystalyfera  continued 
in  use  during  the  summer  months.  They  are  maintained  by  the 
two  parish  councils  concerned  and  samples  of  the  water  were  taken 
from  time  to  time  by  this  Council’s  public  health  inspectors. 

The  Clydach  baths  continue  to  take  their  water  from  the 
Lower  Clydach  river.  The  water  at  each  baths  is  continuously 
circulated  by  pumping  through  high  pressure  filters  and  chlorinated. 

Sample  results  were  satisfactory  throughout  the  year. 


Pollution  of  Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  Council’s  greatest  contribution  in  this  matter  lies  in  close 
liaison  with  the  Rivers  Boards  and  co-operation  between  the 
officers  of  the  two  authorities  and  the  interchange  of  results  of 
analyses  is  maintained.  There  is,  indeed,  a great  deal  of  co- 
operation in  this  area  as  is  evidenced  by  the  meetings  the  Council 
has  had  with  the  Rivers  Board  from  time  to  time. 

The  Swansea  Canal  which  runs  through  the  whole  length  of 
the  area  remains  a matter  of  concern  and  more  detailed  reference 
is  to  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 


Development  of  Water  Supply  and  Sewerage  Schemes. 

WATER : 

Twyn  (Felindre)  Scheme  — Completed. 

Combined  Rhiwfawr/Cwmllynfell  Scheme  (£28,759)  — 

Proceeding  satisfactorily.  Reservoir  completed. 

Craigcefnparc  Scheme  (£30,856)  — Commenced.  Original 
contractors  went  into  liquidation — transfer  of  contract  to  new  firm 
is  being  arranged. 

Felindre  Supply  — Replacement  of  3"  Cast  Iron  Pipes  with 
4"  x 3"  Asbestos  Cement  pipes  approved.  Tenders  to  be  invited. 

Ystalyfera  Scheme  — Proposal  to  abandon  24"  main  and  re- 
place with  new  main  following  new  valley  road.  Connections  to 
24"  main  would  be  abandoned  and  connections  made  off  17"  main. 
This  would  mean  that  present  springs  at  Llygad-y-ffynnon  would 
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be  abandoned  and  the  whole  supply  to  Ystalyfera  taken  from 
mains.  It  will  be  some  time  before  this  scheme  can  proceed. 

Gamswllt  Water  — It  is  understood  that  the  Swansea 
Corporation  propose  to  carry  out  works  at  Hendre  Fawr  and  a 
new  connection  to  their  mains  would  be  made  to  enable  Garnswllt 
supply  to  be  taken  from  Usk  mains  and  existing  supply  sources 
abandoned.

SECTION  D.— HOUSING 


With  respect  to  housing  there  are  two  matters  upon  which  it 
is  pleasing  to  report.  The  first  is  that  of  housing  improvement. 
Post-war  legislation  has  enabled  the  local  authority  to  assist  owners 
in  the  improvement  of  their  properties  and  the  advantage  taken 
of  these  provisions  in  this  area  both  by  the  authority  initially  and 
the  public  subsequently  has  more  than  justified  the  basic  aims  of 
the  legislators.  A recent  review  of  premises  provisionally  scheduled 
for  action  under  the  Housing  Act  reveals  that  a considerable 
number  have  been  improved  with  the  aid  of  grants  to  such  an 
extent  that  they  are  not  only  able  to  be  deleted  from  that  list  but 
are  capable  of  standing  as  sound  properties  well  beyond  the  period 
of  years  declared  in  the  Act.  The  benefits  of  these  provisions  will 
become  even  more  apparent  in  the  coming  years. 

The  other  matter  which  it  is  desired  to  mention  is  the 
improvement  in  the  way  in  which  houses  are  maintained  by 
occupants  generally.  In  present  circumstances  it  is  mainly  a 
matter  of  removing  families  from  properties  which  are  sub-standard 
through  no  fault  of  the  occupiers  and  giving  them  an  opportunity 
of  living  decent  lives  under  better  conditions.  Experience  has 
shown  that  given  the  opportunity  families  who  have  lived  in 
unsatisfactory  circumstances  justify  the  social  improvements  which 
have  been  provided  for  them.

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CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  AND  SHOPS’  INSPECTOR’S 
ANNUAL  REPORT,  1962 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

This  report  reviews  the  environmental  circumstances  of  the 
area  during  the  year  1962. 

The  post  war  years  have  seen  many  changes  in  Public  Health 
legislation,  a widening  of  the  powers  of  local  authorities  and  the 
provision  of  increasing  opportunities  to  improve  the  social 
circumstances  of  the  public  in  general. 

Your  Council  has  at  all  times  taken  every  opportunity  of 
implementing  its  new  powers  and  has  always  supported  its  officers 
in  their  endeavours. 

The  general  services  administered  by  the  Department  have  been 
maintained  and  as  the  report  indicates,  opportunity  has  been  taken 
whenever  possible  to  widen  and  extend  their  fields. 

During  1962  there  was  a reorganisation  of  the  refuse  areas 
in  the  Pontardawe  Centre  with  an  improvement  to  the  services. 
Slum  Clearance  has  proceeded  and  the  Cwmtawe  Place  Clearance 
Order  confirmed  after  public  enquiry. 

Slaughter-house  reorganisation  has  been  completed  and  both 
premises  are  now  in  a condition  that  complies  with  all  regulations. 

There  has  been  the  fullest  co-operation  with  all  departments 
of  the  Council  and  much  benefit  has  resulted  from  joint  action 
in  a number  of  instances.

There  have  been  quite  a number  of  changes  both  in  frequency 
and  organisation  during  1962.  In  February  there  was  a 
reorganisation  of  districts  affecting  the  Pontardawe  and  Alltwen 
lorries.  The  changes  have  brought  the  collection  areas  more 
within  actual  ward  boundaries  and  have  lessened  the  load  upon 
the  Pontardawe  Central  lorry  vehicle.  This  step  was  necessary 
because  of  the  increase  in  bulk  refuse  as  compared  to  weight,  and 
the  problem  must  eventually  find  its  ultimate  solution  in  rear 
loading  gravity  compaction  vehicles. 

In  October  a five  day  week  was  approved  in  respect  of  outside 
persomiel  and  for  the  succeeding  months  refuse  was  collected  upon 
the  basis  of  a twice  weekly  frequency  in  some  areas  and  three 
times  per  week  collection  in  others.  This  was  merely  a 
temporary  transitional  phase  leading  ultimately  to  a twice  weekly 
collection  for  all  areas,  with  Wednesday  being  reserved  for  bulk 
refuse  and  special  duties. 

The  above  changes  have  been  made  necessary  by  the  change 
in  refuse  composition  during  the  post  war  period.  Prior  to  the 
war,  household  heating  and  cooking  was  largely  dependent  upon 
the  combustion  of  solid  fuel,  the  area  being  largely  anthracite  coal 
burning.  This  resulted  in  a high  ash  content.  The  post  war 
years  saw  on  the  one  hand  a changeover  to  heating  appliances  of 
the  electricity  and  gas  type,  thereby  reducing  the  ash  content, 
while  on  the  other  hand,  modern  trends  in  marketing  and 
packaging  of  food  and  other  products  have  resulted  in  an  increase 
in  lightweight  bulk  materials.  The  increase  of  traffic  on  the  roads 
causes  increasing  difficulties  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  side- 
loading vehicle  is  not  only  redundant  because  of  its  limited 
capacity  but  hazardous  to  personnel  who  have  to  load  it.  The 
Council’s  policy,  therefore,  of  standardizing  future  vehicles  on  the 
compacting  end-loader  will  result  in  an  increase  of  efficiency  and 
safety. 

fii)  Refuse  Disposal 

The  same  disposal  sites  are  in  use  but  it  is  hoped  that  the 
Council’s  efforts  to  obtain  land  for  industrial  purposes  in  the  town 
centre  will  enable  a progress  of  land  reclaimation  to  be  commenced 
in  the  Alloy  area.  Such  a project  will  need  earth  moving  plant 
and  the  stock  piling  of  earth  cover,  but  it  is  plain  that  the  initial 
cost  will  be  far  outweighed  by  the  ultimate  benefits. 

(iii)  Refuse  Costing.

the  national  and  rural  averages. 

(iv)  Contracts. 

Contract  collections  are  in  operation  at  Velindre,  Garnswllt, 
Cwmllynfell,  Rhiwfawr,  Cwmcerdinen  and  Tynyberllan. 

(b)  NIGHT  SOIL  REMOVAL. 

Contract  collections  for  night  soil  are  carried  out  in  the 
Rhifawr,  Ynysymond,  Cilybebyll,  Craigcefnparc  and  Velindre 
areas.  A number  of  these  contracts  are  small  and  merely  serve 
the  outlying  portions  of  villages  which  were  not  capable  of  being 
included  in  sewerage  schemes.  The  schemes  now  in  hand  for 
sewering  Ynysymond  and  Fforestgoch  will  reduce  the  pail  system 
almost  to  the  irreducible  minimum  with  the  possible  exception 
of  Velindre.

(c)  STREET  CLEANING. 

The  Council  pays  an  annual  amount  within  the  terms  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  to  the  County  Council  for  the  cleansing 
of  highways  by  this  latter  authority.  The  repayment  basis  has 
been  agreed  throughout  Glamorgan  by  the  constituent  county 
districts  and  cleansing  is  carried  out  on  a mechanized  basis. 

(d)  LITTER. 

The  area  is  now  reasonably  well  supplied  with  litter  bins. 
Most  of  them  have  been  in  use  for  two  years  and  it  is  already 
evident,  that  due  mainly  to  the  high  rainfall  of  the  area,  metallic 
bins  have  a limited  life  in  such  conditions.  It  is  therefore  proposed 
to  replace  them  when  necessary  with  bins  of  the  fibre-glass  type 
which  will  have  more  durable  qualities.  While  criticism  may 
still  be  offered  regarding  the  amount  of  litter  found  in  the  streets, 
the  amount  of  litter  removed  from  the  bins  is  an  indication  of  the 
value  of  the  bin  service. 

Factories  Acts,  1937  to  1959. 

The  provisions  of  the  above  enactments  have  in  so  far  as  they 
apply  to  this  area  been  given  due  attention.  Means  of  escape  in 
case  of  fire  are  of  great  importance  and  the  government  has 
transferred  the  responsibility  for  certifying  the  efficiency  of  such 
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DESTRUCTION,  1962 
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means  to  the  Fire  Services.  This  is  considered  to  be  a wise  step 
for  your  officers  when  responsible  invariably  seek  the  advice  and 
guidance  of  the  County’s  Fire  Prevention  Officers  prior  to 
certification. 

A close  liaison  has  been  maintained  with  the  local  Factories 
Inspectorate  during  the  year  and  problems  of  common  interest 
discussed  with  the  Chief  Officer  concerned. 

Rodent  Destruction. 

The  tabular  summary  of  action  taken  during  the  year  indicates 
that  the  service  has  been  fully  operated.  Local  Authority  premises 
such  as  refuse  tips  are  frequently  test  baited  while  steps  are  taken 

at  regular  intervals  to  deal  with  such  recognised  harbourages  as 
river  banks,  canals  and  disused  works. 

Complaints  are  almost  invariably  dealt  with  within  24  hours 
of  receipt  and  the  public  is  duly  appreciative  of  the  existence  of 
this  service. 

HOUSING,  REPAIR,  OVERCROWDING  AND  DEMOLITION 

(a)  Repair. 

The  Department  has  been  active  during  the  year  in  obtaining 
repair  to  existing  premises.  Routine  inspection  of  houses  brings 
a number  of  defects  to  light  while  defects  complained  of  in  the 
course  of  application  for  Council  Housing  provide  a further 
extensive  field  of  work. 

It  has  again  been  found  more  effective  to  deal  with  items  of 
general  repair  through  the  medium  of  the  Public  Health  Act  rather 
than  the  Housing  Act.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  most  landlords 
living  as  they  do  within  the  area  are  prepared  to  meet  the 
department’s  officers  to  discuss  repairs  needed.  In  cases  of  refusal 
to  repair  the  local  court  provides  an  opportunity  for  quick 
adjudication  on  the  merits  of  the  notice.

Atmospheric  Pollution. 

The  Air  Pollution  Recording  Stations  have  continued  to 
operate  during  the  year.  The  principal  sources  of  complaint  during 
1962  were  in  the  northern  part  of  the  district  and  related  to  coal 
operations  rather  than  industrial  undertakings.  In  one  instance  a 
large  disused  building  in  an  adjoining  county  was  used  for  coal 
sorting  operation  in  circumstances  which  gave  rise  to  a complaint 
within  this  area.  Joint  discussions  and  inspections  with  adjoining 
authorities  successfully  resolved  the  situation.

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Opencast  Mining  Undertakings  in  the  north  part  of  the  district 
have  again  given  rise  to  complaints  concerning  noise  and  emission 
of  dust.  Much  of  the  dust  occurs  during  the  traverse  of  vehicles 
over  earth  roads  during  dry  weather,  and  site  inspection  with  the 
appropriate  Committee  of  the  Council  and  the  operators  succeeded 
in  eliminating  much  of  the  difficulty.

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Food  Hygiene. 

The  Minister  of  Health  reports  annually  concerning  the 
number  of  food  poisoning  outbreaks  which  have  occurred,  and 
emphasizes  the  fact  that  many  of  them  are  avoidable.  They  occur 
in  many  cases  through  negligence  or  ignorance  and  it  is  in  this 
field  that  the  Public  Health  Inspector  has  a great  contribution 
to  make. 

During  the  year  under  review  inspections  have  been 
maintained  of  all  premises  within  the  area  where  food  is 
manufactured,  sold,  stored  or  prepared.  While  the  general  position 
is  satisfactory  there  have  occurred  from  time  to  time  instances 
where  advice  given  has  eliminated  possible  dangers  to  health.  Food 
handlers  in  the  area  have  co-operated  with  the  department  officers 
in  their  endeavours  to  maintain  food  supplies  in  a state  of  purity. 

Frozen  foods  represent  an  increasing  proportion  of  prepacked 
sales  and  it  is  essential  that  shops  handling  such  food  should  be 
aware  of  the  necessity  of  maintaining  appropriate  temperatures  at 
all  times.  The  over-loading  of  these  cabinets  brings  the  top 
cartons  within  the  influence  of  room  temperature,  thereby 
increasing  spoilage  possibilities.  Advice  has  been  given  to  retailers 
on  the  proper  handling  of  these  cabinets  and  their  contents.

The  early  closing  day  varies  in  the  district  by  reason  of  traders 
having  exercised  their  legal  right  of  opting  for  the  alternate  day. 
The  exercise  of  the  above  right  has  resulted  in  a variation  of  day 
within  the  same  township.  The  community  however,  appears  to 
be  well  served.  Particular  attention  has  been  paid  to  ensure  that 
premises  open  for  the  sale  of  exempted  goods  do  not  sell  articles 
not  included  in  the  Schedule. 
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2. — Closing  Hours. 

Shops  within  the  area  close  according  to  the  times  set  out  in 
the  Act. 

The  hours  of  closing  permitted  by  the  Shops  Act,  1950, 
operate  within  the  area,  the  local  Closing  Order  of  1915  being 
invalid,  due  to  incompatibility  with  the  above  act. 


3.  Sunday  Trading. 

It  has  been  noted  that  small  shops,  particularly  those  where 
mixed  sale  exists  and  where  there  are  housing  estates  near  are 
sometimes  tempted  to  infringe  the  Sunday  Trading  Provisions  of 
the  Act.  Visits  are  now  being  made  on  Sunday  to  various  parts 
of  the  area  in  order  to  ensure  that  statutory  provisions  are  complied 
with. 


4. — Employment  of  Young  Persons. 

The  provisions  of  the  Shops  Act,  1950,  and  the  Young  Persons 
(Employment)  Act,  1938,  are  generally  observed  within  the  area. 
The  hours  of  work  of  these  young  persons  and  the  conditions  of 
their  employment  are  duly  investigated  during  routine  inspections. 

No  matters  affecting  young  persons  and  requiring  action  under 
the  above  Act  arose  during  the  year.  Liaison  with  the  Youth 
Employment  Bureau  has  proved  of  much  assistance  in  the 
administration  of  these  provisions. 


5.  — Authorised  Officers. 

Your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  first  Additional  Public 
Health  Inspector  are  Authorised  Officers  under  the  above  Act. 

6.  — General  Observations  on  the  Year’s  Work. 

During  1962,  737  inspections  were  made  for  matters  falling 
within  the  Shops  Act,  1950. 

In  order  to  ensure  that  the  hours  of  closing  and  the  provisions 
with  regard  to  Sunday  trading  are  being  observed,  visits  have  been 
made  during  the  evenings  in  the  course  of  the  year  and  in  general 
it  is  felt  that  the  provisions  of  the  Act  are  being  respected.
